Library Hall To Be Named 
Iri Honour of LàtéiChancellor 



I Members of thp Board of pover- 
nors, in a formal resolution have 
expressed their deep sense of Ibss 
in the death of Chief Justice O. S. 
Tyndale, the first graduate of Mc- 
GiU to serve in tl\e high post of 
chancellor. 

. The board In its resolution de- 
creed that ' the . name, of the late 
chancellor shall be commemorated 
by naming the hall of the new 
library annex, 'T^yndale Hall." 

In iU tribute, the board said: "It 
is given to few men to symboiize.in 
splendid fashion the Ideals of their 
generation.' The First World War 
was still in the future when -Sir 
William Macdonald established a 
special scholarship to enable ' a 
brilliant graduate in Ar^, O, S, 
Tyndale, to ..spend two. years of 
postgraduate study In Paris, and 
that ^ifraduate. had spent a year 
lecturing In French làngu|j^^and 
literature at. the McG^|^^6.in 
Vancouver before uhderta^ng - the 
legal studies on Which he was en- 
gaged when the retreat from Moqs 
Inspired him, and many of his con- 
temporaries, to volunteer for active 
service,

those thaV arc vivid in our minds 
at this moment, when the C.O.T.C, 
recalls, IL^ 40 years of service to 
Canada and to the world, but the

BjS'.'.-.of the U.S.'s undeniaEiy pitiful record in 
icUl' relations. No American worthy ; of. the 
îrrie can excuse those who interpret our Con- 
^tiitlon as providing life, liberty, and the pur- 
Insult of happlnesii for. the white race, We con- 
demn any attitude which holds any, man inferior 



because of his race or his religion. But we can- 
not; deny that the history and, cullurthe^lron- 
mént ot our Soiitii' Kavé made' Its ralioMS^vic- 
tlma ot the. Ignorance : 'and prejudices !^of ?thelr 
forbears, which was In many cases ^fostered' by ' 
the. acrimony of Northern extremists. Today the 
problem cannot be solved by laws alone. It re- 
quires widespread public education and mutual 
understanding, coupled with wise legislation. 

But perhaps njpre .'to thfl point. -In our en- 
vironment— (here are a tdw. stains on the pot 
•which Is calling. the Southern kettle black. What 
of the "American Imporl*" ■fraternltlea . which 
have accepted raclal and rellitloua'ban'lers Into 
Canadian college life? Though many praise- 
worthy efforts have been made to ellmlnjl 
them, such things still exLit here. And wha^r 
the antogonism between Catholics, Protestamsf 
and Jews which Is painfully evident to Amer- 
icans living in Quebec and Ontario? Let us cast 
the beam from our own eye before we begin 
hurling atones at Goliath :to the South!
